Biography in the Bible 
Genesis 11:31 to 12: 5; 17: 1-8. 
Golden Text—In all thy ways ac- 
kriowledge him and he shall direct 

thy paths. —Proverbs, 3:6. 

In every nation there have been 
individuals who helped to shape 
the course of history. To know 
the story of these persons is to 
know the biography of the nation. 

The choosing of Abram to illus- 
trate biography in the Bible is a 
happy one.

In large mills that manufacture 
commercial stock feeds, the grain, 
before it enters the grinding ma- 
chinery, usually has to pass under 
suspended horizontal magnets; and 
it would really surprise most folks 
how many metallic objects are col- 
lected in this way.

Meat packing houses on both 
sides of the line also report consider-+ 
able damage from the same source 
discovered after slaughter. It is 
impossible to estimate accurately 


what the losses must be from such . 


injuries, but if it were it is certain 

the figurcs would point to the need 

for greater care both on the farms 

and while the animals are in transit.

Labor saving devices are becom- 
ing increasingly cormmon in farm 
operations and one such device more 
and more commonly used is the 
autom&tic hay and straw baler of 
the pickup type. Then in many 
commercial feed lots the hay and 
straw used is purchased in baled 
form, and practically all the bales 
are tied with wire. Post mortem 
evidence indicates the need for extra 
precautions to make sure that the 
short ends of the wire do not be- 
come mixed with the feeds.

The waste of finished meat prod- 
ucts, proceeding from condemnation 
of livers, hearts, tongues and so 
forth, is-only a small part of the ac- 
tual loss from such causes. Cattle 
with digestive disturbances or other 
internal ailments resulting from 
swallowing pieces of metal or other 
foreign bodies, cannot make good 
growth, nor can milk cows so handi- 
capped produce as they should.

Death loss among farm animals, 
brought about in this way is un- 
doubtedly very high, and it is up 
to every forward-looking farmer to 
try and cut down the toll. A com- 
mon sympton of pain in the animal

It is quite possible 
for dangerous gases to form above 
silage—so dangerous that fatalities 
may result. For example, last fall 
out in lowa a mother and two sons 
died in a silo because of this. One 
boy tried to save the other, then the 
mother attempted to rescue the sons 
—but all three perished. ~ 

To prevent such tragedies, as fast 
as the silage settles, doors should 
be taken out so that the gas can es- 
cape, If it is necessary to go into a 
silo, test conditions with a lighted 
lantern first. If it continues to burn, 
you afte probably safe.

If you've ever grown carrots in 
your garden, you can appreciate the 
advantages of a process that makes 
small seeds big. The seeds are. so 
tiny that you scatter them along 
the row, far too generously for best 
results. If, like many gardeners, 
you can't bear to thin out and des- 
troy many of the luxuriant young 
plants, you end up by getting car- 
rots about as big around as a tooth- 
pick. 

Using: pea-sized: pelleted seeds, you 
plant your carrots an inch or so 
apart. Theére’s no thinning to do 
and you get big sturdy carrots. 
Commercial carrot growers not 
enly save on seed but also don’t

. Pelleting also helps when there 
ien’t enofigh rain. Extreme dry- 
ness, for example, is a totigh prob- 
lem in the semi-arid sections of the 
west. Range grasses, when planted 
from seed, often don’t germinate 
if there’s a run of dry weather after 
they’re sown. 

Progessed. Seeds, Inc., is. now 
running tests on different mixtures 
for coatings to be used on “blue 
stem” and crested wheat grass. If 
these are successful, the Govern- 
ment will buy enough pelleted seed 
to sow 65,000 acres of burned-over 
range in Wyoming and Idaho this 
Pall. 

Transplanting Unnecessary 

Do you grow tomatoes in your 
garden? With pelleted seeds, you 
won't have to set out’ plants. The 
digging and water lugging that go 
with transplanting can happily be 
dispensed with. The coating makes 
it possible to sow tomatoes two or 
free weeks earlier than bare seed. 
As a result, pelleted seed will pro- 
duce fruit at about the same time as 
transpants do. 

Pelleting . offers. an opportunity 
to do a better job with chemical 
weed killers. Many of these are 
just as deadly tq fldwers and vege- 
tables as to the weeds,‘if sprinkled 
m the ground, they'll kill both 
good and bad seeds. But a coating 
of activated carbon on the outside 
of a seed protects it from such 
chemical weed killers as 2-4-D. The 
chemical kills the weed seeds but 
has lost its potency by the time 


the coated seeds emerge through. 


the grounds. 

Special chemical. mixtures. make 
the seeds distasteful to crows and 
rodents.

Deep litter in your hen house cast 
take a lot of the hard work out of 
poultry keeping, yet some flock 
owners who have tried it failed to 
get the expected results. The 
chances are that they didn’t use it 
properly—and here are some hints 
from a poultry specialist which may 
possibly be helpful. 


e * * 


: Litter under eight inches of deptin 
isn’t deep at all. A bale .or two 
of litter is not enough. The daily 
water consumption, most of which 
is thrown off, will amount to cLe- 
tween six and ten gallons. To get 
quick exaporation of that much wat- 
er you need plenty of litter, so don't 
start with less than eight inches. 
Ms * + 


Experiments proved that old litter, 
formerly tossed out, still had cap- 
acity for more moisture. So instead ‘ 
of throwing it away, add to it. Aas 
new litter is added and mixed with 
the old, this extra capacity increases. 

Just why old litter is better -tham 
new isn’t exactly known but it may 
be because of what is called bacter- 
ial action. This action is what caus- 
es litter to heat. Then the manure 
content starts slow fermentation 
which, in turn, causes more heat, 
driving off the moisture.

How to Store 


Porch Rockers 


In small houses, with limited 
storage space, it is sometimes dif- 
ficult to know what to do with 
porch rockers during the winter. Re- 
cently we saw what we considered 
a very satisfactory solution of this 
problem. 

A strip’ of wood two inches wide 
and about one inch thick had been 
nailed across.the cellar- joists about 
16 inches: from the wall.

The 
chairs were tufned upside down, 
with the rockers hanging on this 
strip and the top or back of the 
chair resting against the wall, This 
arrangement kept the chaffs in good 
condition and released precious 
floor space for other articles.

Yes, a lot depends “upon the 
rest of the people” and of course 
on the Hydro Commission itself, 
but still if each one of us would 
stop worrying about what the other 
fellow is doing and concentrate on 
ways and means of saving power in 
our own homes a lot less kilowatt 
hours would be used as a result. It 
is so easy to say—‘Why should I 
bother to use less power when 5So- 
and-So’s house is all lit up like a 
Christmas tree?” And supposing it 
it—does that give us-the right to 
be equally ignorant and inconsider- 
ate? As my niece aptly remarked 
the other day—“Hydro is one thing 
you can’t hoard—to have it you 
must save it.” :

We are continually being remind- 
ed by press and radio to save pow- 
er—use no more lights than are 
pecessary; turn the switch when 
the kettle starts to sing; be savin 
with heaters, and so on. That's fink. 
but I think the habits of our own 
respective families might be stud- 
led to good purpose. I know that is 
so here. For instance, until every- 
one is in bed we always keep a 
light burning in the hall. As a safe- 
ty measure we ‘still do but we now 
have a 10-watt bulb instead of a 
40, and for the bracket light in the 
dining-room a 74% watt bulb. The 
main cellar light has always been 
a big waster. The switch is at the 
top of the stairs, Someone comes up 
from the cellar, forgets to switch 
off the light, and because it is na- 
tural to close the cellar door the 
light is shut off and there is noth- 
ing to give any warning that the 
siwtch has been left on.

How 
often is the radio turned on-and 
then forgotten, with announcers 
telling an empty house how to get 
rid of acid indigestion or the kind 
of soap to use to make the w hitest 
wag? .

And then there are stoves... 
cool days are with us once again 
and it shouldn't be any great hard- 
ship to go back to the old cook- 
stove to do our baking. Hydro is 
such a precious thing and those 
of us who did without it for so 
many years, know only to well how 
much it contributes to the joy and 
comfort of everyday life. Shouldn't 
we then be the first to try to con- 
serve it? Not just for ourselves, 
but for industry. Shortage of power 
could have far reaching results. It 
could throw thousands out of avork 
and seriously upset our industrial 
machinery. Someone may have slip- 
ped up on the job but there is little 
use at this time to berate the gov- 
ernment or the H.E.P.C. for any 
inconvenience we may suffer. We 
were given fair warning a shortage 
might occur—a shortage that has 
been further aggravated by the late 
summer drought — and that was 
something no one could prevent. 


Canada depends so much upon 
her natural resources-—- water to 
generate electricity; natural gas in 
many parts of the country; oil for 
so thany prposes; and it looks as if 
our use of these resources is out- 
stripping the supply. It is some- 
thing to remember—and we might 
also think twice before we criticize. 
For instance someone turned in a 
complaint because a big business 
pace was ablaze with light and was 
told that in this particular instance 
the company had its own generat- 
ing plant. ;

History in the Old Testament 
1 Kings 4:21-29; 11:16, 9-11. 


Golden Text:—Blessed is the na- 
tion whose God is the Lord.— 
Paslm 33.12. 

A large portion of the Old Test- 
ament is history. It relates in de- 
tail the story of Israel, the chosen 
race. A few years ago a traveller 
was going from Egypt to Palestine. 
He went to a book seller to secure 
a guide book which would enable 
him to identify the historic land- 
marks in the country over which he 
was to travel. The book seller frank- 
ly told him that if he would study 
the’ book of Exodus, and related

Further- 
more, almost every year fresh ewi- 
dence is uncovered confirming the 
accuracy of the Old Testament His- 
tory. 

The lesson gives us a picture of 
the Kingdom of Israel when its 
prosperity and grandeur was great- 
est.

; with the other side. It is no secret 
that arms and men have been quietly 
flowing in a steady stream from or 
through Italy to Palestine for some 
time. As one observer puts it,

cerned, Rome apparently felt it 
wise to even the balance a mite by 
stepping in officially with aid to 
the Arabs, especially since this was 
good business.”
